“HONGKONG AND IMPERIAL 
PREFERENCE 


Industrial enterprises in the Colony 
have received a circular letter from 
the Hongkong General Chamber of 
Commerce, advising them that pre- 
liminary discussions are alrendy 
tniing place in connection with the 
revision of the Ottawa Agreements 
in London, in a few months’ time, 
ns a result of which modification 
may’ be expected In the conditions , 
‘of the grant of Preference in other 
parts of the British Empire to goods 
manufactured in Hongkong. 


The United Kingdom already re- 
quires costings by necountants show- 
Ing the “Empire content” of certain 
goods exported from — Hongkong. 
“Empire contény* implics that w 
certain percentnge of the total valuc 
of an article either 25, 50 or 75 per 
cent, {s added In a part of the British 
Empire. a 

This requirement as to accountants’ 
certificates may be extended to 
npply to all foods munufactured 
here. The smaller factories—many 
of them no. more than “home 
Industries"—are warned to begin at 
China New Year to keep accounts 
and production statements, if they 
do not olready. Then, if the new 
cule comes into force, the accountants 
will have the requisite figures to 
work upon, failing which certificates 
wvill not be forthcoming. 

Owners of fuctories using cotton 
yarn for knitting or weaving, or 
cotton cloth for made-up garments, 
are warned in the circular that it 1s 
practically certain they will be 
required to usc nothing but British 
Empire cotton yarn or cloth, und to 
satisfy accountants .thot this hos 
been” done. Owners not already 
using British materials are therefore 
advised to begin ut once to look for 
Empire ‘sources of supply, und to, 
begin reducing their " commitments 
elsewhere, “ 

No Difficulty Expected 


This expected new” requirement 


will cause no serious, difficulty 
because there has been a considerable 
rise lately in price of non-Empire 
yarn and cotton cloth used by some 
factories. For some qualitics, it may 
be mentioned, British: yarn hos 
always been used, and Hongkong 
imports British yurn.to the extent 
of $1,700,000 annually (1935 figures) 
for their consumption. To have ull 
the knitting factorics using Britlst 


yarn. Will be a substantial contribu- 
“tion to the objects at which Imperlal 


Preference aims—the promotion of 
trade within the British Empire. 

It is hoped to retain the 25 per 
cent Empire content for goods 
knitted from artificial silk yarn or 
made-up from artificial: silk cloth. 
Hongkong will then be able'to keep 
a substontlal trade in supplying the 
poorer Inhabitants of the non-self- 
governing Colonics with artificial 
silk garments which are in great 
demand, There js at present no 
Empire cquivalent for artificial silk:

The preservation of world 
peace figures largely in the 
utterances of most world states- 
men these days. Speaking for 


‘| Britain early in the year, Mr. 


Anthony Eden asked: “Can we, 


tucked jin - 1937, make progress with 


European peace?” He added: 
“I should be the last to belittle 
the difficultics, but none the less 
I am not without hope, for no 
achievement: ‘is impossible to 
statesmanship if it has faith to 
act and courage to persevere.” 
A few days ago, Herr Hitler, in 
his Reichstag speech, declared: 
“Peace is our dearest treasure.” 
Utterances of other statesmen, 
mostly pleading the cause of 
concord, could be quoted almost 


-—|-without-end.— Of-the-difliculties,-|— 


none is more apparent than that 
suggested by the fading into 


oO aga | the background of the policy of 


collective security, which suffer- 
ed a severe set-back owing to 
the Jack of courageous states- 
manship in dealing with Japan’s 
aggression against China and 
Italy’s adventure in Ethiopia. 
The outcome has been substitu- 
tion of reliance on competitive 
armaments. No-one who takes 
an intelligent interest in inter- 
National affairs can “be under 
any illusion regarding the tnagic 
effect of failure to stand loyally 


by the League of Nations ideal. 


Arrogance has been encouraged 
by the knowledge that aggres- 
sion will not be met by effective 
collective action.. But in spite 
of all that las happened in the 


past few years to make the road. 


to peace more difficult, it is still 
not too late to make. a fresh 
start. Statesmen everywhere 
declare that peace ‘is their 
objective. ‘All that is lacking is 
the willingness to realise that 
peace must be based. on the 
observance of agreements free- 
ly negotiated, and that a collec- 
tive peace system cannot be 
achieved by an arms race.

The Conservative Democrats 
and Republican Senators to-day 
began a historic fight against 
President Roosevelt's request to 
reform the Courts of Justice, 
and indicated thnt they intend to 
seck the views of the Supremes 
Court justices themselves, as onc 


of their first moves, 

Members of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee have revealed that the 
Justices’ testimony Is expected to be 
heard before the Bill, increasing the 
Supreme Court membership to 15, Is 
debated on the floor. 

Judiclary Committeeman Sehator 
Van Nuys, Democrat of Indlana, an- 
nouneed that he will Insist_on the 
Committee inviting the Supreme 
Court justices to testify. 

Senntors Edward Burke, Democrat 
of Nebraskn and Pat McCarran, 
Democrat of Nevada,. sald_that_ they 
intend to support Senator Van Nuy’s 
proposal, and testified that last year 
they opposed the Bilt Introduced by 
Senator’ Huo . Black, Democrat of 
Alabama designed to accelerate the 
netion of the Supreme Court on legis- 
lation test ecnses, 

The first-action of the Senate will 
probably be a meeting of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee on Monday, the 
Commitice having been called by the 
Chairman, Senator Henry Ashurst, 
Democrat of Arizona. 

* It is considered doubtful .whether 
the Justices will consent to testify 
before the Committee. : 

Said Senator Burke: “I suppose 
there might be some question about 
the Justices volcing opinions on‘other 
than general judiciary reforms, but 
ut least I will favour inviting them.”

Lisbon, Feb. 7, 

The German tug Scefalke left 
Oporto at 10 a.m. to-day to assist the 
Dutch steamer Kertosono which is 
understood to be seriously damaged 
following a collision with the British 
i alaya, off Oporto.

Future collaboration, he said, would 
Involve .his attendance at the mect- 
ings of the Brnk of International 
Settlements, but as President of the 
Relchsbank, and not as Germany's
